pay what Wages was due, from time to time,during the Seſſions of the laſt Parliament; Sr. Benj.Ba 
ut when the ſame was prorouged they defy them, notwithſtanding the ſaid Eaſt-India Sr. Hump. E 
Company have long ſince ordered 750 Pounds inpart for their Wages, in liew of their Mr. Fr. Goſs
